Engagement Croken. 

A fortnight earlier, he and Mrs. 
Lydig publicly announced the termi- 
nation of their engagement, giving as 
the reason that Bishop Manning would 
not permit their marriage within the 
Episcopal church because of the pros- 
pective bride’s previous divorces. 

Their engagement, of long duration, 
but announced publicly in the sum- 
mer of 1921, had created a sensation. 
Mrs. Lydig was known as a_ social 
leader, an art patron and former war 
worker. Dr. Grant, even at that time, 
was the storm center of a church con- 
troversy. He had been publicly re 
buked by the late Bishop Charles 8. 
Burch of the Episcopal diocese of New 
York because of the free utterances of 
speakers at a forum which Dr. Grant 
had maintained in the Church of the 
Ascension. 

Moreover, the previous spring, the 
presence of a foundling, a ten-day-old 
baby girl, at Dr. Grant’s door had 
caused a mild sensation. The clergy- 
man had taken in the waif, christened 
it Faith Willard and named himself 
as god-father. 

Mrs. Lydig is mother of W. E. D. 
Stokes, Jr. As the daughter of a 
prominent wealthy Cuban, she was 
married to the late W. E. D. Stokes 
in 1895. when she was 16 years old. 
Tater she divorced the eccentric mil- 
lionaire and in 1902 married Major 
Philip Lydig, whom she divorced in 
1919. 

Stands by Fiance. 

Shortly thereafter she and Dr. 
Grant were seen together, engaged in 
charitable work and social service and 
announcement of their engagement fol- 
lowed. ,Throughout the  stormiest 
years of the clergyman’s career, with 
the conservatives of his church. de- 
manding that he be ousted and un- 
frocked, Mrs. Lydig stood staunchly 
by her fianee. But in the end they 
decided to part rather than marry out- 
side the church in which Dr. Grant 
had played such a militant part for 
nearly half a century. 

During the world war and the clos- 
ing days of the Wilsow administration, 
Dr. Grant became nationally promi- 
nent and generally assailed for his 
utterances relative to the American 
government's deportation of alien rad- 
icals.

Bishop Manning, expressing horror, 
demanded that Dr. Grant recant. The 
fighting clergyman’s response was a 
defense of his position, a rejection of 
the eatire book of Genesis and a 
declaration that “religion must keep 
pace with scientifie fact.”

FUNDS OF REBELS

Lisbon, February 13.—The Portu- 
guese government is tavestigating the 
sources of the funds which backed the 


recent revolt. It is believed that the 
outbreak was prepared over a period 
of many months and at a great expen- 
diture. 

A quantity of arms, it was discov- 
ered, had been smuggled to Oporto 
and Lisbon, from Spain. A general 
cleaning up process is now taking 
place. 

It is impossible to estimate the cas- 
ualties to the civil population. Many 
women were killed by stray bullets 
and shrapnel which pierced the walls 
of houses. Gangs are working to re- 
store the street car, telephone and 
telegraph services and the strets are 
being cleared of debris. 

There was an enormous amount of 
damage done to public buildings and 
private dwellings. The offices of the 
ministries of war, colonies and finance, 
the central railroad station and Misero- 
cordia hospital in Lisbon all bear signs 
of the struggle while many private 
houses, forcibly occupied by rebels 
and extremists, are partially destroyed. 

Leaders of the insurgents and a 
-number of officers have been returned 
to prison and rebel sailors, with 2,000 
armed civilians who were arrested 
have been placed in a fortress. Hwa- 
dreds of citizens who took part in the 
revolt have fled from Lisbon and 
Oporto.

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Formers of U.S. 
Must Aid Selves, 
State Educators 


Louisville, February 13.—()—In 
a compendium of opinion of college 
and university executives on farm re- 
lief, which it will publish tomorrow, 
the Courier-Journal states that the 
majority believe that agricultural re- 
generation in the south must come 
through the farmers themselves with- 
out the aid of legislative artifices. 

The expression of opinion, compiled 
for the paper by Harold Ruby. as a 
whole urges reorganization of the pres- 
ent credit system. which is blamed for 
the one-crop method. A digest of the 
article continues: 

“Although cooperative marketing 
with its problems was the subject of 
the Courier-Journal’s original request 
for university statements, practically 
all of the professors who in their re- 
plies touched on guarantees or sub- 
sidies, viewed any method of “price 
fixing” as simply inviting overproduc- 
tion. Economically unsound, was the 
general verdict. 

“One economist pointed out that. 
although a guaranteed price with an 
equalization fee to throw the burden 
of overproduction back to the farmer 
might result immediately in better land 
returns, the eventual overproduction 
would be so great and the correspond- 
ing fees so high that crop returns over 
a term of years would be no more 
than they are now. If production 
fell as the equalization fee advanced. 
this authority holds the results would 
he simply a production seesaw sim- 
ilar to the one now existing with no 
permanent gain in returns from the 
land as distinguished from-returns to 
individual crops. 

Veto Not Expected. 

“One of two university representa- 
tives asked directly about McNary- 
Haugen, said it was the opinion of 
many in his department that Presi- 
dent Coolidge could not afford po- 
litically to veto the measure. “We 
are prepared to accept it as something 
the like of which we have never seen.” 
he said. “It may or may not work. 
But, this department has always be- 
lieved that supply and demand control 
agricultural prices. Not even co- 
operative marketing has upset the law. 
although it has reduced selling costs 
and improved the farmers’. condition 
in a truly remarkable manner. 


“President George H. Colvin, of 
the University of Louisville, said he 
had not had time to study latest farm 
relief measures, but expressed the opin- 
ion that “price fixing’’ was unsound. 

“KF. L. Thomson, assistant professor 
of agricultural economics at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, holds that supply 
and demand determine prices of sta- 
ple commodities. ‘Padlocks on ware- 
house doors do not affect the quantity 
of products available for sale,’ he 
says. ‘It is true that cooperatives 
possibly will be able to favorably in- 
prices by judiciously 
advising members regarding desirable 
acreages.’ 

“That the general economic situa- 
tion in the south is good despite the 
widely heralded cotton price decline, 
is the contention of the University of 
Arkansas speaking through J. A. 
Dickey, professor of rural economics 
and sociology. 

“*Taking all crops and the corre- 
sponding prices for 1925 and 1926 
into consideration, there appears to 
be approximately a 15 per cent de- 
crease in agricultural wealth in 1926 
as compared to 1925.’ Professor Dickey 
SAYS. ‘It should he borne in mint 
that 1925 was one of the best years in 
the matter of wealth produced from 
agriculture that the south has ever 
experienced under normal times, and 
therefore the 15 per cent decline in 
1926 is from a peak year. 

“Farmers will doubtless realize 
more fully their helplessness in at- 
tempting to make marketing profitable 
acting independently. Cooperative mar- 
keting in the vears immediately ahead 
will likely make an even greater rate 
of progress than in previous years, 

“‘Tegislation permitting the levy- 
ing of an equalization fee might prove 
very desirable as an emergency meas- 
ure.’

Rome, February 13.—( United 
News.)—Premier Mussolini has been 
feverishly occupied studying President 
Coolidge’s disarmament memorandum 
since its arrival. 

Il Duce has been holding confer- 
ences with Admiral Action, the naval 
chief of staff and Italian delegate to 
the Washington conference. 

All naval history since the Wash- 
ragton conference has been studied, 
especially that covering the period 
since the failure of the League of Na- 
tions commission, which met in Rome, 
to arrive at any concrete conclusions, 
and after which several powers inter- 
ested in the Mediterranegn increased 
their naval programs. 

Official Note Issued 

An official note on the proceedings 
says: 

“Responsible circles have made a 
particular examination of President 
Coolidge’s memorandum, especially the 
premier. Without pretending to antic- 
ipate the reply to the memorandum, 
it can be said that considering Italy’s 
modest program, Italy may not be able 
to consent to those measures even la- 
directly which might endanger its vi- 
tal interests. There have developed 
new facts since the failure of the 
Rome conference wherein hurried pro- 
grams for naval armaments have been 
noticed on the part of some big as 
well as small powers that are watch- 
rag and trying to enter the Mediter- 
ranean.” 

The note evidently refers to build- 
ing activities of France and Jugo- 
Slavia, who have increased _ their 
building programs of lighter craft 
whereun Mediterranean nations are 
placing great dependeace in case of 
conflict.

INDUSTRY OUTPUT 
EGLIPSES RECORD 


Washington, February 13.—(/)— 
Although a lull in industrial activity 
occurred during the last quarter of 
1926, the level of industrial produc- 
tion for the year eclipsed all previous 
records, a review of business condi- 
tions made public today by the federal! 
reserve board showed. 

Production for the year was 6 per 
cent greater than the high level reach- 
ed during the previous maximum pe- 
riod, in the spring of 19283. During 
December and November, however, a 
recession was noted in practically all 
lines of manufacture. the output being 
smaller than in 1920. 

Increases were reported for the year 
in production of iron, steel, automo- 
biles, textiles, rubber tires, petroleum 
products, non-ferrous metals and coal, 
while building activities increased 4 
per cent, primarily in industrial and 
public buildings and public works, 

Schools Lag. . 

Construction of schools declined 
more than 10 per cent, comparing with 
an increase of 40 per cent in indus- 
trial building. Residential building 
also fell off, although the total build- 
ing, approximating $6,800,000.000, 
was much greater than in any other 
year. 

Somewhat larger wage payments 


| 


prevailed in factories, with employ- 
ment approximately the same. Income 
of farmers dropped below the 1925 lev- 
el toward the end of the year, due to 
lower cotton prices and smaller yields 
of spring wheat and other crops raised 
in the northwestern states. Prices re- 
ceived by the farmer were the lowest 
in four years, the review showed. 

Distribution to both wholesale and 
retail customers was larger than for 
any previous year, orderly market- 
ing of the industrial and agricultural 
output constituting an important ac- 
tivity of the year. 

Stocks of metals, building materials 
and rubber in various forms were 
somewhat larger at the end of 1926 
than during the preceding two years, 
while stocks of petroleum, paper and 
leather, particularly the latter, were 
smaller. Estimates of the value of 
commercial stocks of agricultural com- 
modities also were less. For about 15 
commodities the decrease in value 
from the previous year was $200,000,- 
000, and was $300,000,000 under the 
1924 figure, the difference being due 
principally to increased votton produc- 


tion, 
Wholesale Prices Drop. 

Along with wholesale prices in 
many other countries, the general level 
in the United States declined, reach- 
ing the lowest mark since 1922, ex- 
cepting a few months in 1924. The 
decline affected almost all classes of 
commodities, being greatest in agricul- 
ture. Non-agricultural prices declined 
about 3 per cent, aud in December 
were close to the lowest level in four 
years 

Thelarger volume of trade at a low- 
er level of prices was accompanied by 
a larger average volume of currency 
in circulation and a greater volume of 
bank credit in use, although each was 
less than in previous years. Curren- 
cy in circulation in December, last, 
was $14,658.000 less than at the same 
time in 1925. 

Money rates, which had been high- 
er in 1926 than in 1925, were at about 
the same level last month as in Jan- 
uary, 1926.

They made 
averages of from 1,000 to 1,900 
pounds of lint cotton to the acre— 
and in every instance in computing 
costs the expense of production, by 
reason of increased yields, was so 
proportionately lowered that the 
cotton grown represented profits, 
and big profits, even at the pre- 
vailing low prices.

Wide Interest In F orestry Legislation 


(Chairman Legislative Committee Georgia State 
Forestry Association. ) 


HOLLOMON 


When 22 out of 40 members of any 
group come to Atlanta from all parts 
of the state for a meeting, it may be 
inferred that they are interested in 
their objective. 

This was the case at the meeting 
of the legislative committee of the 
Georgia Forestry association, held at 
the Ansley hotel in Atlanta Thurs- 
day. February 10. 

These men dud women of Georgia 
gathered here at their own expense 
of both time and money to discuss the 
proposed legislation needed to perfect 
the forestry policy in this state. 

Practically all of the -remaining 
members of the committee were heard 
from and expressed regrets that pre- 
vious engagements and other unavoid- 
able reasons prevented their attend- 
ance, So, the committee of 40 men 
and women was organized for active 
work as originally named. 

After hearing from the secretary 
of the association, who gave brief 
accounts of both educational and leg- 
islative programs of forestry, a round 
table discussion followed in which ev- 
eryone present took part. 

It was unanimously agreed to revise 
and perfect a bill, in line with the 
forestry congress act, which passed 
the senate by a comfortable majority 
in 1925, and a steering committee was 
appointed for this purpose which will 
report back to the general committee 
prior to the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

There were seven members of the 
next house and senate present and 
all were named on this steering com- 
mittee, with Senator Joe Gaston, of 
Jackson, as chairman—to include Sen- 
ator H. H. Elders, of Reidsville; Rep- 
resentatives Emmitt Williams, of Mon- 
ree; R. F. Birch, Eastman; Frank 
Hooper, of Atlanta; John A. Smith, 
of Tolbert, and Leonard Rountree, of 
Summit.

The land owner would agree to prac- 
tice forest protection and management 
under the supervision of the state for- 
estry department, on any given tract 
of land for the period required to grow 
a new timber crop ready to be harvest- 
,ed, and these permissive contracts 
|would apply only to cut-over lands. 

There would, therefore, be no ex- 
emption of taxes in the long run, 
but a standard tax on the land itself 
would continue to be fixed by the lo- 
cal tax assessors and when so fixed 
it would remain the same throughout. 
the life of the contract. 

The timber crop would pay its just 
yield tax at the time it is cut, or 
when the contract expires, as is the 
case of ary other crop in Geargia 
today, thus the unfair discrimination 
against timber as a growing crop 
would be removed. 

This is reasonable and just. 

The Georgia Forestry association 
worked out this matter several years 
ago, and if the bill had been passed 
when originally presented in the leg- 
islature it would have been the first 
legislation of its kind in America, 
but since that time other states have 
approved the principle involved and 
today they find it quite an improve- 
ment over the old severance tax laws 
of Louisiana. 

Alabama has very largely followed 
the Georgia Forestry association’s 
plan, and so have other states.

Editor Constitution: I have just 
read the letter of O. C. Wainwright 
on your editorial page, which you en- 
title, “Holds That a Principle Cannot 
Be Arbitrated.” 


You have in your title fairly and 
correctly summarized the point that 
Mr. Wainwrigit seeks to drive home.

Here we have clearly put before us 
the supreme issue of our day: 
the realm of international affairs, 
shall we submit our difficulties to

Shall we behave like animals 
or like men? Shall we assert the 
ape and tiger, red in tooth and claw, 
that are still within us, or shall we 
range and scope to that divinity into 
which we have grown?

| é Health Talks

THE HEART TROUBLE OF 
YOUNG PEOPLE. 

Whatever St, Vaientine may think 
about it, Dr. L. F. Barker estimates 
in his excellent little book on “Rheu- 
matism” (Appletons) that “from 80 
per cent to 95 per cent of heart trou- 
ble in young péople is due to rheu- 
matic fever.” 

I have no anxiety about the young 


will run away with the notion that all 
this heart trouble of young people is 
the penalty they have to pay eventual- 
ly if not now for their recklessness 
about exposure. “That acute rheuma- 


can no longer be doubted,” Dr. 


Dr. Barker doesn’t know the old- 
timers—they still doubt the infectious 
character of the disease about as much 
as our benighted grandfathers did. 


Drs. Abran J. Abeloff and Irwin P. 
Sobel presented in the “Archives of 
Pediatrics’ last September many in- 
stances in which two or more cases 
of rheumatic fever have occurred in 
the same house. Dr. St. Lawrence, 
quoted in Barker's book, says: “In 
families having one member the sub- 
ject of the disease, ~heumatic infec- 
tion exceeds tuberculosis in family in- 
cidence and in frequency among ex- 
posed persons.” There is, in short, a 
lgreat deal of evidence that rheumatic 
fever is caused by a specific germ of 
virus, and is communicable in the 
Same manner as scarlet fever, diph- 
— sore throat or other forms of 
cri. 

In view of my oft-repeated and arbi- 
trary denial that there is a disease or 
condition identifiable as “rheumatism” 
it is in order to explain what we are 
talking about. This rheumatic fever 
is more familiar nowadays under the 
name of aute inflammatory rheuma- 
tism, or articular (which means of the 
joints) rheumatism, or among physi- 
cians as multiple infectious arthritis 
(arthritis meaning joint inflamma- 
tion). 

As the specific germ of this severe, 
painful, but never fatal and never per- 
manently disabling disease (except the 
two cases out of each hundred in 
which fatal heart complications oc- 
cur), is not as yet isolated it is im- 
possible to identify the illness more 
positively. In practice the physician 
must make as sure as he can that he 
is dealing with rheumatic fever by 
diagnostic exclusion—he must make 
sure the illness is not septic arthritis, 
conorrheal archritis, acute osteomyel- 
itis deformans, or Stills 
(chronie atrophic arthritis), any of 
which may resemble rheumatic fever. 
One important reason why the phy- 
sician must make sure of his diagnosis 
is that rheumatic fever is practically 
the only one of these diseases in which 
serious heart damage is likely to 
occur. 

As already implied, the heart is in- 
volved fatally in about 2 per cent of 
all cases of rheumatic fever, but some 
organic impairment or valvular injury 
does occur in fully half of all cases 
of acute multiple arthritis. This is 
a painless feature of the illness, and 
'a complication which mé@y not be no- 
ticed at all at the time, owing to the 
other sufferings of the patient and the 
failure of the physician to keep the 
heart under close observation. Such 
unrecognized involvement of the heart 
in the course of what may be a very 
mild or even an unrecognized rheu- 
matic fever in childhood, accounts for 
many cases of inexplicable valvular 
deficiency or “leakage of the ‘heart’ 
which becomes manifest in after years. 

Numerous salicylates or derivatives 
of salicylic acid are justly famed for 
the relief and comfort they give the 
patient suffering with this painful ill- 
ness. But I shall explain in another 
seance how this very comfort too often 
spells danger for the patient.

So in order to avoid such infec- 
tion you must keep beyond the patient < 
range. The amount of infectton 
through actual contact, as by shaking 
hands, kissing, sharing personal im- 
plements, etc., is probably insignifi- 
eant. I believe -the mode of infection 
is practically always as I have de- 
scribed.

The Prohibition Frankenstein Refuses To 
Reform or To Keep Quiet 


It is unfortunate that the revived ] 
sentiment in favor of reasserting the 
plenary right of the utates to self-gov- 

ernment, to the cre- 
ation and free con- 
trol of their do- 
mestic institutions, 
should be compli- 
cated with and 
take color from the 
prohibition contro- 
versy. 

National prohibi- 
tion is in the fed- 
eral constitution by 
the action of the 
states themselves, 
carried out in the 
/ constitutional way, 
fA and by that action 

hati the states trans- 
formed their right of sole local con- 
trol of the-liquor traffic into federal 
prohibition, the states retaining power 
only to concur in the prohibition and 
cooperate in its enforcement. 


In this new state of the case it is 
absurd to argue that a state should 
have the right to say what shal] be 
deemed an “intoxicating liquor for 
beverage purposes.” or to refuse its 
support to the prohibition commanded 
in the general constitution. 


A state cannot give away its cake 
and yet retain and eat it. 


The. only way out of the national 
prohibition hole is to make “a bett_r 
ole” by again amending the federal 
constitution so >s to restore the rizht 
ofystate option in the matter of liquor 
regulation or prohibition.

Unwisdom of the Wets. 


_ The wiser men in politics who be- 
lieve that eventually another amend- 
ment must be substituted for the 18th 
as it is think it will be most unwise 
for the wets to press next year for 
a popular verdict for or against the 
amendment, or the Volstead act. They 
say the strength of the protest against 
prohibition lies in the continued and 
increasing violations of the law, cou- 
pled with the increasing public opinion 
that the government cannot satisfac- 
torily enforce its observance. The con- 
viction of the ineffectiveness of en- 
forcement is growing, and if left to 
increase for a few years longer will 
inevitably produce an irresistible de- 
mand from wets and drys alike for 
oan new and more practicable sys- 
em. 

Under the amendment the so-called 
“light wines’ are plainly inadmissible, 
and yet the radical wets have not 
sense enough to realize the fact and 
cut out their demand for them. 


Beer is admissible under the amend- 
ment and congress, by the decision of 
the supreme’ court, has authority to 
determine what alcoholic content may 
be in beer that is “non-intox‘eating 
in fact.” Such wets as Senator Edge 
and his followers recognize that limi- 
tation and are confining their plea 
for beer to that condition. 

So that the main problem with the 
wets is to reach an agreement among 
themselves as to. what particular 
“modification” they*vant and believe 
would satisfy the appetites of their 
constituents ?

The Suggested Amendment. 

The only plausible and persuasive 
amendment in lieu of the 18th that 
has yet been suggested is one similar 
in purport to the 16th amendment re- 
lating to the income tax. ; 

The proposal, as handed to the 
writer in the tentative draft, reads as 
follows: \ 

“The congress shall have power to 

prohibit any commerce in alcoholic 
liquors, except within a state. that 
may elect to license a liquor traffic 
under regulations prescribed by the 
congress for such intrastate com- 
merce. 
_ It is argued that such a .provision 
in the federal constitution’ would en- 
able the people, through the congress, 
to prohibit the liquor traffie as fully 
as is now done by the 18th amend- 
ment, if they wished to have that 
dgne. Or they could elect a congress 
majority pledged to permit state op- 
tion under regulations that would 
confine the traffic wholly to such 
State, or states, 

In other words, the pues would 
have plenary control of prohibition 
legislation, without being handcuffed 
as now by an inflexible provision of 
the federal constitution. And it is 
the belief of many prominent drys 
that some such amendment will even- 
eually be proposed and adopted. 


The Present Plan Unworkable. 

Ever since national prohibi‘ion was 
enacted this writer has been in touch 
with those charged with its enforce- 
ment. The net result of his looking 
and listening is a clear understanding 
that the federal officials are con- 
vinced that the present prohibition 
law is unworkable to any satisfactory 
degree. They feel and act like herd- 
ers of wild cattle, trying to keep them 
in line and headed along a lengthen- 
ing trail to corrals and killing pens. 
And more of the herds get away than 
are kept under control. The best 
they hope to do is to curb as much 
of the lawless traffic as their men 
and means will allow. 

It is no secret at all among those 
familiar with General Andrews that 
he considers the law unenforceable to 
any approximation of its full terms 
and intent. But the administration 
believes he is doing as much to en- 
force it as any other man could do 
and insists upon his sticking on the 
job. Personally he would prefer to 
get ont of it. 

It is no secret that a majority of 
the federal judges are making the 
law a farce by the futility of the pen- 
alties they impose for its violation. 
The records from their dockets sent 
up to the department of justice prove 
that beyond all possibility of denial. 
In many of the courts a bootlegger 
finds it cheaper to plead guilty than 
to hire a lawyer. 

It is no secret, either, that the most 
serious obstruction to prohibition en- 
forcement is the refusal of local of- 
ficials to cooperate with the federal 
officers, and the prevalence of cor- 
ruption among them when they -do as- 
‘sume to cooperate. —— ri

In know of no American state with a 
more vigorous and praisworthy univer- 
sity than that of North Carolina. Car- 
tainly there is nothing comparable to 
it in the middle west. Tor it is not 
trying to convert itself into a gigan- 
tic rolling mill for the production of 
swine husbandmen, shyster lawyers 
and village music teachers; it is 
tackling the fundamental probiems of 
southern life, and bringing to their 
solution a magnificent enterprise and 
a high order of skill. -A generation 
ago. or even a decade ago, it was a 
eapital offense everywhere in the 
south to admit formally that the south 
had any problems, save only those 
forced upon it by Yankee busybodies. 
But now at Chapel Hill, the woes of 
the ex-Confederate, urban and rural, 
are being studied realistically and to 
good effect, and no complaints are 
heard, save from obvious idiots. 

North Carolina, indeed, now leads 
the whole country in this department. 
Its leadership in the south is plain 
and undisputed. It has got rich in 
late years, and it is spending its money 
wisely. Some time ago it engaged a 
Scotchman as governor, and now 
benefits from the racial talents of this 
gentleman. He is, like all Scotchmen, 
fanatically in favor of the enlighten- 
ment, and, again like all Seotchmen, 
he suffers an embolism every time 
sixpence is amputated from his hand. 

So in all the other southern states, 
with the. exception of Mississippi. 
Mississippi is still plunged in the 
blackness that engulfed all of them 
down to 1900. Its state university is 
a joke, and its state press is dread- 
ful. But the rest, in their separate 
ways, produce leaders and struggle 
toward the light. In every one of 
them obscurantism is still powerful— 
as it is, indeed, in all American states 
save a precious few—but in every one 
of them it is boldly challenged, and 
day by day it loses ground.

Princeton, N. J., February 13.— 
(United News.)—Circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Martin A. 
Gearhardt, 33, at graduate of the Uni- 


versity of Iowa and the University of 
Chicago and a second year student in 
Princeton graduate school, pointed to 
him as the eleventh college student 
suicide since January 1. 

Gearhardt was found dead from il-

Strongest Appeal, 
Says Pastor Here 


“Religion must be made more at- 
tractive, for the idea of its being an 
arbitrary law laid upon us which we 
must obey, has never met with very 
ready acceptance and rover will,” Dr. 
DD. Witherspoon Dodge declared in his 
sermon Sunday morning on “The 
Value of Real Religion” at the Gen- 
tral Congregational church, 

“It is the value in religion which 
is going to make religion appeal to 
more people. A sense of duty can ap- 
peal only to those whose inner nature 
has already been transformed, while 
the idea of value makes its appeal 
to everyone,” he continued, pointing 
out that Jesus revealed the value of 
religion in the Reatitudes. 

He defined real religion as “‘the cor- 
rect response of the total personality 
to the proprieties of life, to the rights 
of others, and to the powers of the 
universe within and without one.” 

He next pointed out three particular 
values which religion possesses. First, 
from the words of Jesus, “Ye shall 
know the truth and the truth shall 
make you free,” that religion prompts 
one to the acquisition of the most com- 
prehensive knowledge possible. Sec- 
ond, it results in conditioning for us 
the best possible meaning out of life, 
for the real message of religion is 
“work out your own salvation, for it 
is God that works in you.” Third, 
that -real religion, without arbitrary 
and theoretical creed, sets one upon a 
path of endless growth, leading toward 
perfection.

And Weight Gives 
Him Good Advantage 


Both Wrestlers Master Deadly Scissors Hold and Should 
Stage Great Battle Thursday Night—Contos Gives 
Browning Good Chance at Title. 


Which is the most dangerous—a head scissors or a body scissors 


hold? 


Although the question will be settled to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned, when Champion Joe Stecher and Jim Browning clash at the city 
auditorium Thursday night, Promoter John Contos is inclined to believe 
that the head scissors is the more deadly of the two holds. 


As most wrestling fans know 
Browning is an expert in applying the 
head scissors, yet one cannot lose sight 


of the fact that Stetcher’s body scis- 
sors has become known and feared as 
the most deadly hold known to wres- 
tling. Once Stecher clamps his legs 
around an opponent’s body ue is likely 
to become panicky and lose his match 
then and there. 
Browning Different. 

However, Contos declares’ that 
Browning will be different and the 
promoter who has made good on all 
of his promises to Atlanta fans de- 
clares that Browning is the best op- 
ponent that could be sent against the 
champion. In support of that opin- 
ion Contos calls attention to the fact 
that Browning weighs 4 pounds more 
than the champion, tipping the scales 
at 228 pounds, while Stecher weighs 
only 224 pounds. 

In addition to that Browning is an 
inch taller than the champion. Those 
comparisons in mere inches and a few 
pounds do not seem over-impre ive. 
vet Contos makes much of them and 
it is a well-known fact that prize 
fighters do not like to meet an op- 
ponent, who is even a pound over- 
weight.

However, Contos contends that 
Browning’s big advantage in the 
match Thursday night is the fact that 
he will not: become panic-stricken if 
Stecher succeeds in applying his body 
scissors.

Tt will be the first time that the 
champion has appeared here that he 
will have to watch out for an op- 
ponent’s hold.
